Partiauent has prepared a new trep for trustees in cases where | 
the settlement or will creating the trust contains a prohibition to | 
invest in other than specified securities. A very careful trustee | 
may, prior to the passing of the Trust Investment Act, 1889, 
have, under the advice of counsel of eminence, or even after taking 
the opinion of the court, invested trust funds in securities of a 
certain character. Since the passing of the Act in question he 
may have invested a further part of his trust funds in the same 
securities. He will be astonished at being told that, although he 
was only doing that which was lawful before the Act—nay, only 





doing that which the court itself would do—he has committed a 
breach of trust, to be followed by the usual consequences. We 
consider the danger to trustees to be of a somewhat serious 
character, and in another column we have endeavoured to explain 
the provisions of the Act which have produced this strange result. 


Lorn Justice Linptery, as might be expected, gave his hearers at 
Manchester on Wednesday some excellent common eense on the 
questions of the materials for the study of the law, the method of 
its study, and the present position of the legal profession. Nothing 
can be more true (if not particularly new) than his observation that 


for the acquisition of the ‘legal mind,” enabling the prectitioner | 


to solve difficulties as they arise, it is essential to master principles, 
and that the office of law lectures is to instil these principles, 





which the student learns to apply in chambers or offices. A stu- 


dent, he eaid, could not get hold of general principles by cramming. | 
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Supposing that the address of the learned Lord Justice had been 
delivered at the Law Institution, what opinion would he have 
formed as to the probability of the acquisition of the indispensable 
“legal mind” by future solicitors? Only fifty-seven subscribers 
to the Incorporated Law Society’s lectures during the year 1883-9, 
and hundreds of other articled clerks prepared for the examinations 
by skilful crammers. Surely some investigation into the causes of 
this state of things is incumbent on the authorities. We are 
willing to believe that the lectures are all that they should be, and 
that, to some extent, this deplorable result may be due partly to 
the fact that it is inconvenient for articled clerks to attend courses 
of lectures, and partly to the natural disposition to put off “ grind- 
ing”’ until the examination is near at hand. But the question we 
should like to see discussed is, how far does the character of the 
papers set at the examinations tend directly to produce this result ? 
If knowledge of principles were necessary to pass the examinations, 
the principles would be acquired, and if, as the Lord Justice says, 
they cannot be acquired by cramming, cramming would cease. 
But look at some of the questions set at the last June Final Exam- 
ination. What knowledge of principle is required to answer the 
question, ‘* Define an agricultural gang,” or to “‘ give number and 
chapter of statute’? (which occurred twice in one of the papers)? 
Do not a large proportion of the questions afford an undue premium 
to memory, as opposed to unders*tacding ? 


In tue current number of the Law Quarterly Review the 
learned editor, Sir Frevrrtck Pottock, delivers a vehement attack 
upon the recent decision of the House of Lords in Derry v. Peek 
(ante, p. 589), and urges all courts administering the common law, 
and which are not bound by it, to decline to follow its authority. 
His complaint appears to be that the common law was ripe for a 
new development, and that, in cates where perzons hare an interest 
in making a statement, they should be held liable in the event of 
its turning out to be untrue whenever they have made it care- 
lessly or without reasonable grounds. Starting with the case of 
Polhill y. Walter (3 B. & Ad. 114) he emphasizes Lord Trenrexven’s 
dictum that ‘it is of the greatest importatce in all transactions 
that the truth should be strictly adhered to,” and draws a parallel 
between the conduct of the defendant in that case and the conduct 
of the directors in the present one. There the defendant, without 
any communication with the drawee, took upon himself to accept a 
bill by procuration, and the drawee subsequently repudiated it. 
The defendant, although acquitted by the jury of any fraudulent 
intent, was nevertheless held liable. But, whatever his intent may 
have been, he was well aware that he had no authority to accept 
the bill, and he had had no communication with the drawee which 
would in any way lead him to expect that euch authority would be 
given. Still, even so, upon the finding of the jury, he must, in 
accordance with the recent decision, have escaped liability. The 
conduct of the appellants in Derry v. Peek was not quite similar, 
because, although their statements were not strictly true, they 
thought they must necessarily become true in course of time by 
the observance of certsin formalities. ‘ibe exact circumstances of 
each case, however, are not material, as in cach it was found as a 
matter of fact that there was no actual fraud. The result in 
Polhill v. Walter was arrived at at a time when the King’s Bench 
and the Exchequer were at issue as to whether actual fraud 
was necessary to foucd an action of deceit, but at a later date 
it was rettled in Collins vy. Evans (5 Q. B. 820) that it was. 
The only doubt since then seems to have arison among equity 


| judges, who have been inclined to test fraud, not so much by an 


actusl want of belief in a statement, as by an absence of reason- 
able grounds for it, but in thus judging a man by an external 
standard, and not by the condition cf his mind, they have gone 
counter to what has been settled as the doctrine at common law. 
The subject, of course, has been forced into prominence by tho 
conduct of directors of companies, and bad caces of this kind been 
discussed at an earlier date, although the action of deceit might 
have been withheld, yet an action on the case might have been 
founded on the duty to give true information to the public. Sir 
Freperick Pottock shews the probability of this by a quotation 
from Barley v. Walford (9 Q. B., at p. 208). But now it is too 
late, and the courts are no longer at liberty, by admitting new 
actions, to make changes in the substance of the law. This, as 
Lord Henscuesst, who delivered the leading judgment, pointed 
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out, must be left to the Legislature, and as the liabilities of 
directors are already, on many points, closely defined by statute, 
there is no reason why they should not be defined in this respect 
as wel]. It may be unfortunate that the common law is no 
longer so capable as it was of developing in the hands of the 
judges, but they are compelled to take a much narrower view of 
what it is porsible for them to effect than was taken by their pre- 
deceesors. 


Tne peciston in Skeats v, Allen (37 W. R. 778) lends come 
confirmation to a suggestion we threw out in the series of articles 
on ‘Persons eligible as New Trustees,” which appeared in this 
journal in the early part of last year. Discussing the question 
whether the donee of a power to appoint new trustces could 
appoint himeelf as a trustee—the answer to which, on general prin- 
ciple, appeared to be reasonably clear, although we could find no 
authority upon it—we suggested that in the provision of section 
81 of the Conveyancing Act, 1881, enabling ‘‘the person or 
persons nominated for this purpose by the instrument, if any, 
creating the trust,” to ‘appoint another person or other persons 
to be a trustee or trustees,’”’ the “other” person authorized to 
be appointed might mean ‘other than the appointor.” In 
Skeats v. Allen there was a power in a settlement for ‘the 
husband and wife, during their joint lives, to appoint 
any other person or persons to be a trustee or trustees in the place 
of the trustee or trustces so dying, &c.’”” The husband and wife 
appointed the husband (who took no interest under the settlement) 
as one of the new trustees. Mr. Justice Kay sail that the word 
‘‘ other” included both the trustce being replaced and the person 
making the appointment, but he also decided the case on principle, 
adopting Mr. Lewin’s opinion, that, ‘‘as no one can be judge in 
his own cause, such an appointment would be open to objection.” 
So far as we know, this is the first reported decision on the ques- 
tion. 


Last YEAR a learned judge favoured the House of Lords, 
through Lord Hosnovse, with a ‘‘certificate” that the Trust 
Companies Bill ‘‘ now before their lordships would bring about a 
reform such as was required,” but, in spite of this, the House 
summarily rejected the Bill. Possibly, in case of any further 
certificate to the same effect, the House might apply the maxim 
that, as ‘‘a man shall not be judge in his own cause,’’ he, as a 
trustee of one of the Trust Companies, could not be relied on asa 
perfectly impartial ‘certificate’ maker. Since the rejection of 
his ‘‘ certificate,” however, the learned judge appears to have 
confined himself to intimating in his judgments the course which 
Parliament ought to adopt; beiog apparently still not quite 
without hope that the Legislature may ultimately accept his guid- 
ance. Shortly before the present Long Vacation there came before 
bim a case (J?e Wall, 37 W. R. 779) in which it appeared that a 
testator, assumed to be heartless and unjust (though epparently 
not a solicitor), bequeathed £2,500 toa charity, and left nothing 
to his wife. In bis judgment the learned judge is reported to 
have said, ‘‘I confess to having the strongest possible objection 
to establishing this gift. The man has a wife, but gives her 
nothing ; he gives all his property to what he calls charity. If I 
had the power of the Legislature I would not allow such a will to 
stand for a moment.” It may be well to mention that, for all that 
appears in the report of the case, the testator’s widow may have 
been amply provided for by settlement or otherwise. 





The London Gazetie of Tuesday publishes an order, issucd by the Board 
of Agriculture, giving power to any local authority to make regulations 
‘* providing for the disposal (including slaughter) of stray dogs, or of dogs 
not muzzled, or of dogs not being kept under control in the manner 
prescribed by any regulations made by the local authority under the 
authority of Article 12 of the Rabies Order of 1887.’’ The order states 
that any dogs which have been, or may hereafter be, seized and detained 
under the authority of any regulations made by a loeal authority, and 
which have not been claimed by their owners within three days after such 
eeizure or detention, may be slaughtered or otherwise disposed of by the 
local authority or by the police. 


A TRAP FOR TRUSTEES. 

Tue Trust Investment Act, 1889, has two most laudable objects. 
First, it is intended to consolidate a large part of the existing 
statute law relating to investments by trustees; and, secondly, it 
is intended to give to trustees etatutory powers of investment of 
such a nature as to render it unnecessary to insert any powers of 
investment in a settlement or will. We do not wish to be 
misunderstood. There is an obvious advantage in inserting an 
investment clause, as it informs a trustee what investments he may 
make without its being necessary for him on every occasion of 
making an investment to seek legal advice. But it often happens 
that, either from a desire for brevity or from igaorance, an iavest- 
ment clause is omitted in a will, and in such a case the Act will 
have a most beneficial operation. 

In carrying out the first of these objects it was necessary to 
repeal some existing enactments; amongst others—whether by 
accident or intention it is difficult to say—23 & 24 Vict. c. 38, 
s. 11, has been repealed. The consequences of this repeal are of a 
serious, and, we venture to think, of an unexpected, nature. A 
trustee may, just before the Trust Investment Act, 1889, passed, 
have invested part of his trust monies on a security which, accord. 
ing to the then existing law, was lawful; after the passing of the 
Act he invests a further part of his trust monies on the same 
security, but, owing to the repeal that we have mentioned, his 
doing so is a breach of trust. We hope that we have excited our 
readers’ curiosity sufficiently to make them study the rest of this 
article. 

The rule of equity is, that in the absence of a power either 
conferred by express words or by statute, it is the duty of trustees 
to invest in a three per cent. stock. Owing to the very limited range 
of investment authorized by this rule, it became the practice to 
insert in every well-drawn settlement or will a power of invest- 
ment in certain specified securities. Tho range of instruments 
authorized by the older settlements was extremely restricted, and 
various Acts of Parliament have been passed from time to time 
authorizing trustees to make investments not expressly authorized 
by the instrument creating the trust. 

By Lord Sr. Lronarvs’ Act (22 & 23 Vict. c. 35, 8. 32) it was 
provided that “where a trustee shall not by some instrument 
creating his trust be expressly forbidden to invest any trust 
fund”’ on certain specified securities, he might do so. 

Shortly after the passing of this Act (see 3 Davidson Prec. 
547 note, Ist edit.) it became the fashion, among some practi- 
tioners, to prohibit all investments other than those expressly 
authorized by the instrument creating the trust. There was an 
obvious impropriety in allowing a provision of this nature—a pro- 
vision inserted generally without the knowledge of tha settlors—to 
override the deliberate intention of Parliament, and consequently 
it was provided, by 23 & 24 Vict. c. 38, s. 11, that when a general 
order was made for the investment of cash under the con- 
trol of the Court of Chancery it should be lawful for trustees 
having power ‘‘to invest their trust funds upon Government 
securities or upon Parliamentary stocks, funds, or securities, or any 
of them, to invest such trust funds’ in the same manner as cash 
under the control of the court might be invested. It was held on 
the construction of the Act that, as the statutory power was 
without any exception, trustees might invest in any investments 
in which cash under the control of the court might be invested, 
notwithstanding the existence of prohibitive words in the settle- 
ment: Re Wedderburn, 9 Ch. D. 112. 

The Trust Investment Act, 1889, repeals 23 & 24 Vict. c. 38, 
8. 11, so that the only statutory power to invest in the securities 
on which cash under the control of the court may be invested is 
that given by the Trust Investment Act itself. This power is 
restricted by the Act to cases where the trustee is not ‘‘ expressly 
forbidden by the instrument creating the trust” to do so. 

We cannot help thinking that this change in the law is wholly 
uncalled for. Surely, considering the caution with which the 
Rule Committee acts in authorizing investments, trustees might be 
allowed to invest on securities authorized for the court, notwith- 
standing the insertion of prohibitive words. Add to which, that 
the now repealed section under discussion has been in force for 
upwards of thirty years, and that although, in the year after the 
Act was passed, the policy of the section was severely questioned 
by Lord Sz. Leonarps and Lord Campsert—the former of whom 
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brought into Parliament a Bill for the purpose of repealing the 
section, which, notwithstanding the high authority by which it 
was supported, was rejected—no objections have since been raised 
to it by any person of eminence. Surely a law that has worked 
smoothly for thirty years, and that has not, for at least eight and 
twenty years, been seriously objected to, ought not to have been 
tampered with. 

We may add that, even if the change in the law was desirable 
as regards future settlements, it was not right to alter the law as 
to existing settlements. There must be many cases where the 
tenant for life has entered into arrangements under the expectation 
—which, as the law stood when he entered into them, was well 
founded—that he would be able to have his trust moneys invested 
so as to bring in a higher rate of interest than three per cent. The 
change in the law under consideration may render this impossible 
for the future after any existing investment is called in or paid off. 

We foresee many breaches of trust committed by trustees who, 
without knowing of the change in the law, go on making invest- 
ments of the nature that they have made hitherto. On the other 
hand, we foresee many family quarrels where prudent trustecs, 
notwithstanding the importance to the tenant for life of obtaining 
the same income that he has at present, decline, on a change of 
investment, to make investments which are now contrary to law, 
though they are of the nature that they have been in the habit 
of making. 

Some of our readers, who habitually use an investment 
clause, such as those in Key & Elphinstone’s Precedents, or in 
the modern editions of Prideaux’s Precedents, not containing an 
“express prohibition,” may perhaps think that the question 
which we have raised is of but small importance, on the ground 
that only a few existing settlements contain the prohibition. This 
view is probably erroneous. ll the editions of the 3rd volume 
(On Settlements) of Mr. Davinson’s Precedents contain the pro- 
hibitory words in brackets, with a note advising their insertion. 
The two first editions of his 4th volume (On Wills) contain the 
words, with a reference to the note above mentioned. In the 3rd 
edition of the 4th volume the words are inserted with an expression 
of opinion that they are more commonly omitted. Having regard 
to the great influence that Mr. Davinson’s Precedents have had on 
the practice of conveyancing, it is obvious that there must be a 
large number of existing settlements and wills containing the 
words in question, though it is also probable that at present it is 
the practice not to insert them except in special cases. 

It may perhaps be thought that the words ‘expressly for- 
bidden”’ do not apply to cases where the prohibition is in general 
terms, as where, after authorizing certain investments, the instru- 
ment contains the words “but not in any other mode of invest- 
ment,”’ and that the prohibition must name the investment which 
is not to be allowed. This construction, however, would render 
the words nugatory in the case of meny of the older ecttlements. 
It would, for instance, have been impossible to prohibit invest- 
ments in stock created by the London County Council before that 
council was created. Probably the true construction of the words 
is, that a prohibition, contained in the instrument creating the 
trust, of investments other than those expressly authorized by it, is 
an ‘express’ prohibition within the meaning of the new Act. 





LEGISLATION OF THE YEAR. 
THE ESTATE DUTY. 
(Customs AND INLAND REVENUE ACT, 1889 (52 Vict. c. 7), 88. 5—9.) 


The provisions with regard to the new death duty contained in 
these sections may be stated as follows :— 

(1) Where the value of personal estate of a deceased person for the 
purposes of affidavit duty or account duty exceeds £10,000, there is 
to be paid, in addition to such duty, one per cent. on the value of the 
whole of such personal estate. In such cases there must be delivered 
with the affidavit required by section 27 of 44 Vict. c. 12, and the 
account mentioned in section 38 of the same Act (if any), a statement, 
in the one case of the value of the estate, and in the other case of the 
value of the property included in the account. 

On delivery of a further affidavit for payment of further duty, 
under section 32 of the last-mentioned Act, if duty has already been 
charged on over £10,000, there must be delivered (except in cases 
where the former affidavit was delivered before the 1st of June last:

section 5, sub-section 7) a statement of the value of the estate included 
in the further affidavit, or of the increase of value of the estate in- 
cluded in the former affidavit. If duty has not already been charged 
on over £10,000, but the value on which it was charged, together 
with the value of the further or increased estate, exceeds £10,000, 
there must be delivered (except in the cases aforesaid) a statement ef 
both the values. 

Return of duty overpaid under these provisions may bo obtained in 
pursuance of section 31 of 44 Vict. c. 12. 

(2) Where the value of any succession for the purposes of succession 
duty exceeds £10,000, or the value of any succession to real property 
under a will or intestacy, together with the value of “any other 
benefit” taken by the successor under such will, or intestacy, exceeds 
£10,000, an extra one per cent. duty is to be paid “in respect of 
the value of the succession ’’ (section 6 (2)). That is to say, aS we 
understand the provision, value of succession to real property under 
a will, £8,000; other benefits taken by successor under same will, 
£3,000; extra one per cent. duty payable on £8,000. In such cases 
a separate statement of the value of the succession must be delivered 
with the ordinary succession duty account. 

The extra duty is not payable (section 6 (3)) upon the value of 
leaseholds passing by will or on intestacy, or of property included in 
an account under section 38 of 44 Vict c. 12, in respect of which 
‘value duty’ has been paid under section 5, above considered. A 
correspondent inquires why property included in the affidavit under 
section 27 of the Act of 1881 is not also exempted. We imagine the 
answer is that sub-section (3) of section 6 deals only with pro- 
perty on which account duty or succession duty is payable. But 
leg:cy, and not succession, duty is payable on property included 
in the affidavit other than leaseholds (which, by section 19 of the 
Succession Duty Act, 1853, are exempted from legacy duty). There 
is, therefore, no “succession” within the Succession Duty Acts, in 
respect of any of the property included in the affidavit, except lease- 
holds; hence no extra succession duty, under section 6, can become 
payable in respect of it, and itis unnecessary to provide for its exemp- 
tion from such extra duty. It has, we believe, been assumed that 
the effect of sub-section (3) is to prevent the value of leaseholds from 
being taken into account under sub-section (1) as a “ benefit taken 
by the successor.” We are by no means clear that this is so. Sub- 
section (3) says only that extra duty shall not be paid on the value of 
the leaseholds, and it would be consistent with these words, in case 
there were real property of the value of £5,000, and leaseholds of the 
value of £6,000 taken under the same will or intestacy, to say that 
the combined value being over £10,000, the extra duty becomes pay- 
able, but is only to be paid on the £5,000 real property. 

In the case of a successor entitled to real property in fee or in tail, 
or for lives renewable, or for life with power to dispose ‘‘as he shall 
think fit of a continuing interest,” the extra duty is to be paid (section 
6 (5)) upon the principal value of the property, based upon the annual 
value after making the allowances provided for in the Succession 
Duty Act, 1853; that is to say, in respect of any incumbrance 
created by a predecessor (16 & 17 Vict. c. 51, 8. 34), or in respect of 
moneys laid out by the successor, previously to his possession, in 
substantial repairs or permanent improvements, and, in the case of 
copyhold property, in respect of fines and other incidents of tenure 
(/b., section 28), and, in the case of all real property, in respect of 
‘necessary outgoings,” such as repairs, poor rates, &c. (/)., section 
22). Moreover, ‘‘the duty payable”—meaning the extra duty— is 
never to exceed ‘‘the amount which would be chargeable on an 
annuity equal to such annual value according to the highest value in 
Table IIE. in the schedule to the Succession Duty Act, 1853”; that 
is to say, the value of an annuity of £100 a year for 95 years—viz., 
£2,439 15s. 6d., or about 24} years’ purchase on the annual value. 

In case of an increase of benefit, chargeable with succession duty, 
by reason of the extinction of a determinable charge (16 & 17 Vict. c. 
51, s. 5); or of the determination of an outstanding interest (/b. 
s. 20) ; or of a fine for renewal of a lease or the grant of a reversionary 
lease (Jb. 8. 25), if the value of the sucession, apart from the increased 
benefit, is over £10,000, the extra duty is to be payable on the 
“ increase of benefit” ‘* whatever may be the value thereof.” Where 
the value of the succession, apart from the increased benefit, is under 
£10,000 “the value of such increase of benefit, as well as of every 
preceding increase of benefit” is to be added to the value of the 
succession for the purpose of the extra duty. The variation of lan- 
guage would appear to indicate a difference in the mode of estimating 
the increased benefit for the purpose of the extra duty. ) 

Except as provided by the new Act, the extra duty is to be 
“ assessed and paid in like manner as succession duty,” and is to be 
‘* subject to the enactments relating to that duty, so far as the same 
are applicable” (section 6 (4)). It follows that in the case of limited 
owners of real property the present provisions as to mode of assess- 
ment, and cesser of instalments of duty on death, are applicable to 
the extra duty, and that it will be payable by the eight half-yearly 
instalments or two equal moieties provided for by 51 Vict. ¢. 8, 8. 22. 

The period during which the estate duty is to continue is limited to 
seven years, ending on the Ist of June, 1896 (section 7).

The authors have done well to combine their treatises in one 
volume, altering the shape of the book, and leaving the precedents 
for a separate issue. No more compact or convenient edition of the 
recent real property statutes could be desired than that before us. 
Type, marginal headings, and index are alike designed with a view 
to ready reference and practical utility. The reported cases since the 
last edition are carefully added; we observe, however, that the 
authors omit to mention the confirmation of their opinion (page 57) 
with regard to the effect of the words ‘‘so far as circumstances 
admit,” in section 18 (17) of the Conveyancing Act, 1881, on parol 
lettings, by the dictum of Lord Justice Lindley in Reveley v. Thomas

| diligent beyond the standard of ordinary men. It was not till 1877 


that the innovators won, and jurisdiction in equity was conferred on 
the Supreme Judicial Court. Mr. R. E. Mitcheson, in an article on 
the ‘‘ Codification of the Law of Mortmain,”’ has little difficulty in 
shewing that the Mortmain and Charitable Uses Act of last year 
neither includes all the Acts which its subject would naturally cover 
nor repeals all which have become obsolete. Unfortunately, our 
attempts at codification are not often proof against attack. He 
makes an important suggestion, that the re-enactinent of the preamble 
of 43 Eliz. c. lx. does not perpetuate for all purposes the hitherto 
accepted legal definition of charitable uses, but only for the purpose 
of statutes which refer to it. Thus the courts might throw over the 
technical sense, and revert to the popular meaning of the word, which 
connects charity with the relief of the poor. Mr. T. Crisp Poole 
discusses the ‘‘ Administration of Trusts by Joint-Stock Companies.’’ 
The editor’s article on the recent decision in Derry v. Peek we 
notice elsewhere, and Mr. H. D. Bateson contributes an article on 
‘Through Bills of Lading.”

The present number of the Law Quarterly Review opens with an 
interesting article on ‘Indian Codification,’ by Mr. Ibert. Its 
object is to answer the complaint of Mr. Whitley Stokes, made in 
the introduction to his edition of the Anglo-Indian codes, that for 
the last few years the Indian Governmint bas been negligent in 
carrying on the work of codification. Tho history of the subject is 
usefully sketched from the time of the first Indian Law Commission 
ia 1834, of which Macaulay was a member. Progress at first was 
not rapid, and the draft penal code then issued was not revised and 
passed into law till 1860. About the same time the codes of civil 
and criminal procedure were passed. From 1861 to 1870 the third 
Indian Law Commission sat, and presented numerous reports, with 
draft codes, of different portions of the substantive law. But the 
Indian Government Jagged bebind, and the commissioners resigned 
in wrath in 1870. Then came Sir James Stephen’s tenure of office, 
and for two years the work of codification, including the passing of 
the Contract Act, went on briskly; too briskly, indeed, thought the 
authorities both at home and in India, and his successor, Lord Hob- 
house, had to content himself with the quieter work of improving 
the form of the existing laws. Subsequently a good deal of time was 
wasted over the question whether a permanent law commission 
should sit in England or in India, but at length in 1879 a commis- 
sion was appointed in India. Mr. Whitley Stokes was now legisla- 
tive member of the council, and under him the work, both of legis- 
lation and consolidation, went on rapidly again, so that Mr. 
Tibert, on his arrival, found it necessary, like Lord Hobhouse 
before him, to hold his hands. Indeed, so much had been 
done that there seemed little left to do without trenching 
upon the native laws and customs. The chief exception was 
in the law of torts, but the draft code which was prepared 
by Sir Frederick Pollock had to be left by Mr. Ilbert for his 
successor. The article thus gives a concise view of what has been 
done in India in the way of codification, and seems to make out a 
good case against Mr. Whitley Stokes’ strictures. An article on 
‘* Chancery in Massachusetts,” by Mr. E. H. Woodruff, shews the 
long struggle that has taken place in that State to secure the 
ordinary means of equitable relief. This was owing to the strong 
prejudice which existed against the possible expense and delay of 
equity courts, and it was thought better to bear with the rigour of the

THE ESTATE DUTY. 
{To the Editor of the Solicitors’ Journal.) 


Sir,—Can you explain the apparent inconsistency in sub section 3 
of section 6 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1889? That 
sub-section obviously intended to exempt from the increased succession 
duty all property which had paid the increased prolate duty under sec- 
tion 5, but while it expressly exempts property included in an “‘account” 
under section 38 of the Act of 1881, it omits to exempt property in- 
cluded in the “ affidavit” under section 27 of the Act of 1881. This 
would operate unfairly in many instances—eg., A. succeeds to real 
property value £5,000, and under the will of the deceased to a legacy 
of £6,000 besides. Here A. would have to pay the additional £1 per 
cent. succession duty on the whole £11,000, whereas, had the £6,000 
legacy been a leasehold interest of the value of £6,000, it would 
(under section 6, sub-section 3) have been exempt, and this although 
the fund out of which the legacy is payable would, with the leasehold 
interest, be included in the arfidavit for inland revenue under section 
27 of the Act of 1881, and pay the additional probate duty imposed 
by the Act of 1889.

Before the Vacation Judge. 


SILBER v. LEWIN—Denman, J., 4th October. 
PracticE—AFFIDAVIT SWORN BEFORE IssvzE or Wrir—Mortion—Costs. 


In this case the question arose as to the value of an affidavit which was 
sworn before the writ in an action was issued. This was a moticn on 
behalf of the plaintiff to restrain the defendant from dealing with bills of 
exchange to the amount of £7,000 until trial or further order. Counsel 
for the defendant took the preliminary objection that the affidavit, upon 
which the plaintiff moved, was sworn before the issue of the writ in the 
action, and was valuclees, The writ was issued on the 26th of September, 
and the affidavit was sworn on the 13th of September; under those cir- 
cumstances the motion should be dismissed, with costs.

Denman, J., said that there was no proceeding pending before the court 
when the affidavit was sworn, and in such a case the practice was to treat 
it as a nullity. The defendant was entitled to the costs of the day, and 
the motion would stand over to Wednesday, October 9, to enable the 
oui. to be re-sworn.—CounseL, Emden; Ryland.

LORD JUSTICE LINDLEY ON THE STUDY OF THE 
LAW AND THE LEGAL PROFESSION. 

Ar the opening of the new session of the Owens College Law Department 
on Wednesday last, Lord Justice Lindley delivered an address. After 
some introductory observations, he announced that he would say some- 
thing of the materials for the study of the law, the mcthod of study, and 
something about the law as a profestion. Taking, then, law to be the 
aggregate of the rules of conduct enforced by the State, the first question was, 
Where were they to be found? They were not to be found in a pocket volume 
of 500 pages. A book which propored to make every man his own lawyer 
would soon take him in trouble to his solicitor. The law was to be found 
in Acts of Parliament, running back to Magna Charta, and it was to be 
found in legal decisions filling volumes upon volumes. But a student of 
law was not to be appalled by the masses of books ho found in a law 
library. Nine-tenths of them he would never have occasion to consult. 
If any human being could see at the outset of his life all the potatoes and 
mutton chops he would have to eat before he died, he would stand 
appalled. So, if a law student supposed he would have to master all 
the books he saw in a law library, he would not only be appalled, 
but he would be making a very serious error. Principles were 
what he had to master to acquire the ‘‘legal mind”? which enabled 
him to solve difficulties as they arose. Good law books which put 
the raw materials in a readable shape would help immensely. To him 
the law was an engrossing subject, because a succeesion of puzzles or 
problems arising out of human conduct. It was by no means a dry 
subject, but one eminently calculated to stimulate inquiry and awaken 
every faculty aman had. But law must be studied as a science. They 
must not only know the rules but know the reason for them ; simply to 
burden the mind with rules was of no use towards making a man a lawyer. 
The subject was to be studied in the same way as they studied other 
subjects—inductively and deductively. ‘The mechanical part of the 
subject could be learned only in the office of a solicitor or the chambers of 
a barrister. But an articled clerk would find his knowledge of little use 
to him without the extra culture he could obtain from the college lectures. 
He would advise a)l articled clerks to attend the college lectures, and he 
would also advise all other persons who took an interest in law to do the 
tame. He strongly condemned the system of cramming. The one good 
thing about cramming was that it cultivated a habit of close attention, 
without which a man would not be good for much in the legal profession. 
To maater his subject a student must get hold of general principles, and 
he could not do this by cramming. He would be the last person to say 
that a man could become a lawyer by attending lectures. One might as 
well say that a man could become a shoemaker by studying the anatomy 
of the foot. The principles expounded in the lectures must be applied 
in the offices of legal practitioners. Unless they combined the two things 
they could not expect to make headway in their profession. It was said that 
the law was ‘‘ going down,”’ that i¢ was not what it used to be, and that 
it was hardly worth entering upon. He believed that was an entire mis- 
take. ‘There never was a time when so much was done to render the law 
free from technicality and to make good sense and reason and love of 
truth and justice prevail. Technicality after technicality was being 
brushed away with a rapidity only known to those who closely observed 
the process. If one went into a court of law and listened to an argument 
he would seldom find himself bewildered now by technicalities. What he 
would see was a desire, first of all, to get at the facts, and then to apply 
the law. Subticties were laughed at now that would have been listened 
to twenty-five years ago. Whet was the ground for saying that the law 
a8 & profession was not what it used to be? So far as he knew, it was that 
owing to recent changes it was found that a great deal of work which used 
to be done by rising barristers could now be done by solicitors’ clerks. 
The public, he thought, were entitled to the benefit of this discovery. 
But apart from this he saw no sign whatever that the law was in any 
sense going down. Oana the contrary, he saw signs everywhere that it was 

ming a nobler and nobler profession; and it could not 





fail to progress in that direction so long as there was a 
desire to discredit technicalities and pursue truth and justice, come 
what might. He wished to give the young men he saw before him 
the bencfit of a long experience, not only as regards their studies, but as 
regards their conduct in life. First of all he would say, let them throw 
their whole soul into their profession. A man who did not do that was 
not worthy of it. To succeed in the law a man must make it part of his 
religion. He did not know of any instance where a man who had done 
that had failed. Another thing was that they should never do anything 
when they were angry. If they wrote a letter when they were angry it 
would probably recoil on their own heads. If at the bar they lost their 
temper, they not only disarmed themselves, but put a double-edged sword 
in the hands of their opponents. They must never advise a client till they 
had a full knowledge of the material facts of the case, and they ought 
never to advise an appeal the day they were beaten. He regarded the 
study of the law as part of a liberal education, whether the student 
meant to go in for the law as a profession or not. Every young man 
ought to know romething of the laws of the country in which he lived. 
And the more democratic the country became the more eszential was this.

Justice Denman: I have consulted the registrar, and I think it better to 
act on his advice.—Mr. Stewart Smith: I hope your lordship will decide 
the question yourself.—Mr. Justice Denman: No, I think not.—Mr. 
Stewart Smith: Will your lordship allow me to apply to you in common 
law chambers to-morrow, when the registrar will not be present (great 
laughter, in which the judge joined).—Ultimately his lordship, disregard- 
ing the registrar’s suggestion, referred the whole question to chambers.
